Balen still plans to 
continue renovations

If the Charles Melvin Price Support 
Center closes, it could mean Granite 
City School District 9 would go on the 
Illinois State Board of Education’s 
financial watch list, says Granite 
City’s superintendent of schools. 

Superintendent Steve Balen, speak- 
ing at the monthly Granite City Rota- 
ry Club breakfast Wednesday at 
Charlie’s Restaurant, said that if the 
district goes ahead with plans to ren- 
ovate the district’s elementary and 
middle schools, it could leave the dis- 
trict without the cash reserves 
required by the state to stay off the 
list. However, he said going ahead 


with the renovations is probably “the 
right thing to do.” 

Because of a loss of an estimated 
$600,000 to $700,000 per year in state 
and federal funds gen ted by the 
base, over a period of several years, 
the district’s year-end balance could 
be be less than 5 percent of the dis 
trict’s budget, triggering its addition 
to the list in 2001 


“We don’t want that to happen,"” he 
said. ‘‘As of now, we are weighing 
our options.”’ 

The district plans to renovate its 
two middle schools, Coolidge and 
Grigsby middle school, and two ele

Kambarian attends 
D.C. conference

When Erik Kambarian hopped on a 
plane recently and headed to. the 
nation’s capital, he knew he would be 
taking part in defense, diplomacy and 
intelligence conferences. 

He didn’t know, though, that he 
would be a mock CIA director shap- 
ing America’s foreign policy in a 
mock crisis simulation. 

The Granite City resident was one 
of 300 students from throughout the 
nation to attend the National Youth 
Conference for Future Leaders. 

“It was quite an honor. I knew it 
would be a once-in-a-lifetime experi- 
ence,”’ Kambarian said. 

Kambarian, a 17-year-old junior at 
Granite City High School, is a mem- 
ber of the varsity football team, runs 
track and participates in social stud- 
ies and foreign language clubs. After 
he graduates next year, Kambarian 
Said he would like to receive an 
ROTC scholarship so he can study 
political science and international 
studies in college. 

Last summer, Kambarian was 
nominated to attend the leadership 
conference by an anonymous teacher 
because of his 4.9 (on Granite City’s 
S-point scale) Erade-poin’ average 
and leadership abilities.

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Brain aneurysm killed 
former Alton mayor 
Voumard remembered as servant

An autopsy revealed that for- 
mer Alton Mayor Ed Voumard 
Jr. died Sunday of a cerebral 
aneurysm, the Madison County 
fe roner’s office reported Tues- 
ay 

Area residents were shocked 
by the sudden death of Vou- 
mard, 50, who served the peo 
ple of Alton as alderman, city 
clerk, mayor and a Madison 
County Board member. He 
was on the County Board at 
the time of his death Sunday 
night. 

The Alton Fire Department 
rescue squad arrived at Vou- 
mard’s home at about 9:44 
p.m. Sunday and attempted to 
revive the former mayor, who 
had collapsed. He was rushed 
to Alton Memorial Hospital 
and pronounced dead at 10:32 
p.m. 
The coroner’s office reported 
Tuesday that the official cause 
of death was a cerebral aneu- 
rysm 

The visitation for Voumard 
will be from 4 to 8 p.m. today 
at Gent Funeral Home in 
Alton, where a funeral service 
will be held at 11 a.m. Friday 
People of all walks of life, 
from laborers to congressmen, 
continue to remember Vou- 
mard, whose lifelong dream 








was to be elected mayor in 
1989, 

“My wife, Georgia, and I are 
saddened by the death of Ed 
Voumard,’’ U.S. Rep. Jerry 
Costello, D-Belleville, said 
Tuesday. “Ed poured out his 
heart and soul for the city of 
Alton and its people.” 

Voumard was a strong voice 
for major improvements to 
help the future of Alton, Cos- 
tello said 

“Ed and I worked closely 
together to get funding for 
major projects such as the 
new Clark Bridge and the 
development of the big Alton 
Marina on the riverfront,” the 
congressman said. 

Alton City Clerk Mary 
Boulds praised Voumard, who 
taught her to operate the city 
clerk's office. 

“I started to work as Ed’s 
secretary when he was city 
clerk in 1983,’ Boulds recalled 
“Ed was a wonderful teacher 
to me.”’ 

Boulds’ husband, Alton Fire 
Capt. David Boulds, was the 
fire chief under Voumard, who 
was mayor from 1989-93 

“I graduated with Ed from 
Alton High School in the cla: 
of 1967,’ Boulds said. He 
remembered Voumard as a 
man who was ‘‘dedicated to 
the people of Alton.” 
As mayor, Ed always tried 














to make the best decisions for 
the city,” David Boulds said 
“His door as mayor was 
always open to the people. He 
listened to the citizens.” 

Voumard was an alderman 
in Alton from 1979-81 and Alton 
city clerk from 1981-89 when he 
was elected mayor. He was re- 
elected in November as a Mad- 
ison County Board member in 
District 9. 


Voumard’s friend, Dave 
Whipple, said that the former 
mayor never met a stranger 
and was-a friend to people, 
from precinct committeemen 
and governors to steel workers 
and business owners 


Madison County Sheriff Bob 
Churchich remembered Vou- 
mard as a “conscientious may- 
or who loved the city and its 
people.’ 





Voumard’s late father, Ed 
“Big Ed” Voumard Sr., a for- 
mer Alton police officer, 


helped train Churchich when 


he joined the Alton Police 
Department. Churchich later 
became a lieutenant in the 


Alton Police Department 


“Big Ed Voumard Sr. and 
Ed Jr. spent their lives helping 
the people of Alton,’”? Church- 
ich said

“Conditions for home sales 
in 1998 couldn’t have been bet- 
ter,”’ said Jean Crosby, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Association 
of Realtors. “‘Steady, low inter- 
est rates, high consumer confi 
dence and-a healthy economy 
all contributed to this record 
year. All indications point to 
another strong year in home 
sales. However, the predictions 
are that 1999 won't be quite as 
strong as 1998.”"

Compromise sought in football flap

A compromise is being pro- 
posed to the Bethalto School 
Board in an effort to resolve 
the suspension of nine football 
players last fall. 

Gregory Tobin, an attorney 
for the players who were 
accused of violating the dis- 
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trict’s zero-tolerance policy on 

alcohol use, first attempted to 
approach the board with the 
proposal at a Feb. 10 executive 
session, but was asked to leave 
the building. * 

Tobin’s original proposal 
suggested that the board con- 
sider community service as a 
disciplinary action rather than 
suspension. Tobin offered an 
amended proposal Monday that 
would include some form of 
“‘modified’’ suspension. He did 
not elaborate on a_ specific 
modification, but did say that 
the students’ parents would 
approve of it 

“We would like to approach 
the school board with this," 
Tobin said “The arents 
involved have approached the 
school board on several occa- 
sions, but were rebuffed by 
them. The parents want the 
opportunity to be heard before 
the school board to discuss this 
with them.”’ 

Tobin said he and attorney 
Bob Ramsey agreed with the 
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board in wanting to resolve the 
situation, but have made no 
headway in their attempt 

School Board President Tom 
Beiermann said district offi- 
cials were pleased with the 
ruling of the Fifth District 
Appellate Court’s decision to 
reverse and remand the origi 
nal ruling in October that had 
allowed the players to finish 
the season 

“A decision regarding the 
Suspensions is not appropriate 
until the order becomes final,’ 
Beiermann s. 

School District attorney C 
Dana _ Eastman had advised the 
board not to reach a conclu- 
sion on the suspensions until 
they received the ‘‘mandate’’ 
from..the Appellate Court in 
Mt. Vernon. The mandate is 
written notification that the 
order is final.

“This bill puts more teeth in 
the existing law. Felons caught 
illegally carrying firearms will 
face increased jail time and 
will be ineligible for probation 
or parole,’’ Davis said. ‘‘Any- 
thing we can do to crack down 
on these violent repeat offend- 
ers will help keep our streets 
safer.’”. 

The legislation upgrades the 
conviction of unlawful use or 
possession of weapons by fel- 
ons from a Class 3 felony to a 
Class 2 felony. The penalty for 





a Class 2 felony is three to 
seven years in jail and a 
$10,000 fine. The legislation 
also makes these offenders 
ineligible for probation or 
parole. 

“We are fortunate to have 
Steve Davis working for us in 
the General Assembly. With 
his help, we were able to pass 
a bill out of committee with 
unanimous support that will 
crack down on repeat offend- 
ers and help keep the bad guys 
in jail where they belong,’’ 
Haine said. 





BBB fields more questions in 1998

! Better-educated consumers 
have more questions, but don’t 
always -have the time to look 
for “the answers, so they turn 
to the Better Business Bureau. 

For the BBB serving East- 
ern Missouri and Southern Illi- 
nois, at amounted to about 
242,115 inquiries during 1998, 
pn increase of about 13 percent 
Over ‘the previous year. 

It also dealt with 14,579 com- 
plaints. 

- Michelle Corey, president of 
the ‘local BBB, said complaints 
Were actually down 9 percent 
from the previous year 

- She said the BBB has imple- 
thenfed pro-active services for 
area businesses in an attempt 














to prevent complaints instead 
of reacting to them. Last year, 
more than 500 employees of 
area firms 


attended customer 
relations seminars and forums. 

“We hope that by helping 
businesses to enhance their 
customer relations skills; more 
focus will be placed on custom- 
er satisfaction and retention,”’ 
she said. 





The most complaints last 
year — as in the previous 
years — were about franchised 
auto dealers. A total of 973 
were recorded. 

Second was home remodel- 
ing companies with 633, fol- 
lowed by used auto dealers, 
auto repair shops, telephone 
companies, dry cleaning/laun- 
dry supply companies, carpet 
and upholstery cleaning com- 
panies, landscaping and lawn- 
care companies and floor-cov- 
ering store: 

She said this is the first year 
that landscaping and lawn-care 
companies have made the top 
10 complaint list. 

Telephone companies have 
moved up. In 1997, they were 
listed in last place, but have 
moved to sixth. 

Corey said it was partly due 
to deregulation and also to the 
proliferation of special features 
and services. 

“‘Ever since the deregulation 
of long distance, there has 
been a lot of telephone slam- 
ming and cramming,’’ she 
said. 

Slamming is when someone 
unknowingly switches their 





long distance service to anoth- 
er company. Craraming: is 
when people unwittingly ha 
additional services added to 
their telephone bill. 

Home remodeling contrac- 
tors head the list of business 
inquiries, topping out at 13,475 
Next are roofing contractors 
with 7,951 and work-at-home 
companies with 5,838. 

Since 1997, mortgage and 
escrow companies have risen 
from last place to fourth, with 
4,056 inquiries during 1998. 

“T think this is a sign of eco- 
nomic conditions where many 
people are out there and pur- 
chasing homes or refinancing 
loans,’’ Corey said. 

The only new industries on 
the list are waterproofing and 
insurance companies. 

She said that — especially in 
Metro-East — because of 
severe weather, there has been 
a greater demand for water- 
proofing.

This weekend, Kenny Lutz of Col- 
linsville High School will conclude a 
brilliant high school wrestling career 
at the THSA Class AA state finals in 
Champaign. 

Lutz, one of the state’s top 215- 
pounders, hopes to medal again. He 
was fourth at 215 a year ago 

Whatever he does, he won’t enjoy it 
long, because he’ll immediately begin 
thinking about how he’s going to end 
his brilliant high school career in his 
favorite sport — baseball 

Lutz will complete his prep career 
as one of the top all-round athletes in 
school history 

“He’s just a natural athlete,’ said 
Collinsville first-year wrestling coach 
Al Kirgan. ‘‘I’m sure he’d be good in 
football, too, if he would have played 
that.”’ 

At 6-foot-3 and 210 pounds, Lutz, a 
Caseyville resident, has all the tools. 
He’s strong, quick and works hard at 
his sports. He’s got professional 
potential in baseball 

He is so good, in fact, there was a 
Tumor that Lutz was going to bypass 
wrestling in his senior year to con- 
centrate on baseball 

“I wouldn’t have blamed him,”

“I wanted to wrestle to get in 
shape (for baseball),’’ Lutz said 
“Also, I needed to get 20 pounds off.

“He’s quick for a big guy,” Kirgan 
says of Lutz. ‘‘He has a Food leg 
attack.

Kirgan says the 215-pound weight 
class will be a tough one at state.

Under Illinois law, a complaint for intentional 
infliction of emotional distress may stand only 
where the conduct complained -of is so 
outrageous as to go beyond all bounds of 
decency. Basically, for a plaintiff to succeed in an 
action of this nature, the defendant's conduct 
must be regarded as atrocious and utterly 
intolerable in a civil community. 

In this case, the plaintiff alleged that he sought 
counseling concerning his failing marriage. The 
Appellate Court noted that the pastor acted in an

“outrageous.” A recent case will help illustrate what 
type of conduct will be considered intolerable.

The information here is 
nothing new. We've 
discussed houseplant care 
on many occasions. But if 
you're a first-time plant 
owner, as many are ‘this 
time of year, you'll 
definitely learn something. 


Plant placement is very 
important. It may blend in 
perfectly where it is, but it 
might not necessarily be in 
the best spot for its health. 
Allplants require light, 
that’s obvious, but the 
amount each plant requires 
can vary greatly. If the 
plant’s in a window, it 
should be fine. If-not, 
consider purchasing a 
plant light, which more 
closely resembles natural 
light. Fluorescent lighting is 
far better, 


If you have any doubt as 
to the light requirements of 
your plant(s), talk to the 
experts at Frank’s. 


Plants kept in windows 
should be rotated slightly 
every so often. If you don't, 
they can end up looking a 
little strange, with only one 
side getting all the light. A 
little every few days is all it 
takes. 


Watering is: something 
that’s misunderstood by 
many people, and they 
simply water the plant 
every day. Not necessarily 
true. So how can you tell 
when a plant's thirsty? 
Easy. Stick your finger into 
the soil a little bit. If the 
soil is dry, none will stick 
to your finger, and the 
plant’s telling you it needs 
a drink. Moist soil will cling 
to your finger, so the plant 
can be left alone for a day 
or so. 


Don’t want to get your 
finger dirty? Try a wooden 
ice cream stick. It'll 
accomplish the same thing. 


Another way plants tell 
you when they’re thirsty is 
when their flowers begin to 
wilt. Foliage can become 
dull or very shiny. Tiny 
new leaves and stem tips 
may die. 


Some plants, such as 
African Violets, can be 
watered from the bottom. 


This may sound like the 
opposite of what you 
learned in science class, 
but it’s true. Simply place 
the plant in a saucer of 
water and let it soak up the 
moisture. When droplets 
glisten on the soil surface, 
remove the plant. 


Plants should also be a 
part of your routine 
housecleaning. Everyone 
dusts off the shelves now 
and then, but how many do 
the same to the plant? You 
should. They can pick up 
dust just like the shelf. Give 
plants a light dusting or ~& 
even go one more step and 
give 'em a bath. Not by 
dunking them in the tub, 
but simply wiping them 
with a soft, damp cloth. 


Don’t wash hairy-leaved; 
plants like African Violets) 
though, simply wipe them 
instead. Washing can 4 
produce water spots; 
rubbing can give-the leaves 
a scuffed appearance. So 
much for the beauty. 


Most indoor plants prefer 
balanced plant foods. All 
packages of fertilizers, 
regardless of brand or 
type, contain three 
numbers on the package. 
They indicate the 
percentage of nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potash, in 
that order. To keep it 
simple, flowering plants 
like a fertilizer with a high 
second number, such as 15- 
30-15. . 


Plant foods come in 
liquid or powder form, 
whichever you prefer is 
fine. Just remember to 
follow the directions on the 
package.

Departments keeping best for selves

Keeping the best and bright- 
est police officers among a 

force’s ranks is a common 

goal for many departments. 

But competing for these offi- 

cers has proven to be a new 

challenge for many munici- 

palities. 

Jennings Police Chief John 
Judd said the days of an 
officer coming out of the 
police academy and spend- 
ing his entire career with 
one department are long 
gone 

He said most departments, 
like his own, recruit officers 
straight from the St. Louis 
Police Academy. He said 
departments provide more 
advanced training for the 
young officers in an effort to 
improve their skills and use- 
fulness. 

Judd said many of these 
young recruits, however, 
take this additional training 
and use it as a selling tool to 
join larger departments. 

“T think we are able to 
attract young officers and 
give them good training, 
then they can take that 
knowledge and get on at oth- 
er departments,” Judd said 


But Judd adds that this 
turnover rate doesn’t indi- 
cate that small- and medi- 
um-sized police departments 
like Jennings are proving 
grounds for police officers 
wanting to move on to other 
departments. 

“J wouldn't say that’s true 
in all cases,’ Judd said. “I 
don’t feel that way at all.” 












Terry Milam, St. John police 
chief, disagrees with Judd, 
saying his department used 
to have trouble with officers 
coming out of the academy 
and spending just a few 
years with the department 
before moving on. 

He said this is a common 
occurence in many small- to 
medium-sized police depart- 
ments 

“Typically departments 
our size tend to become 
training grounds for officers 
going on to other depart- 
ments,” Milam said. 

He said this can be frus- 
erating for police chiefs and 
city officials who invest a lot 
of money into training young 
officers.

underneath his house. 

So when the bomb hits, on 
the night President Kennedy 
addresses the nation during the 
Cuban Missile Crisis in 1962, 
Calvin and the pregnant Helen 
are quick to duck and cover. 
They hurry into the shelter, 
seal it with a time lock and set 
to waiting out the radiation’s 
35-year half-life. 

The trouble, of course, is 
that the bomb never hit; 
instead, a fighter jet crashed 
atop their house, destroying it. 
But the Webbers don’t know 
that, and when their baby 
Adam is born, they raise him 


‘carefully in their subterranean 


home, teaching him everything 
he needs to know about the 
world — the world of 1962. 

Above, life goes on. Mom’s 
Diner rises where the 
Webbers’ house once stood, 
and — in some of the film’s 
funniest scenes — it changes 
with the times into a 1970s bar, 
a 1980s drug hangout and, 
finally, a 1990s LA dive.

Up top, he meets Eve (Alicia 
Silverstone), a fast-talking 
young woman with a 
protective shell harder than a 
crustacean’s.

and, finally, c) messed up in 
the head. 

But Adam’s maternally 
taught polish and unsullied 
sincerity — he’s Forrest Gump 
without the accompanying 
moral message — begins to 


enchant Eve. When he sees the 
ocean for the first time, her 
veneer melts as she watches. 

The rest of the picture 
documents Adam’s travails in 
an unfamiliar world. Sure, it’s 
a preposterous idea. But once 
you accept that, “Blast from 
the Past’ becomes an 
engrossing, textured story 
wrapped around the 
predictable comedy-of-manners 
format.
